In dealing with West-Berlin firms, one of the responsible 
Oexwn^^xBe tfismut office in Karlshorst represents himself &3 special 
agent (BevolMchtigter) of the DIiG (Deutsche Handelsgssellsehaft). Id 
addition, there is a full-time representative of Wismut’s interests in the 
DKG named Klaii,* (fnu) said to be a Baltic German. 

Lt* Golu Sendak** deals directly with division chiefs of the DWK when it 
is necessary to expedite deliveries of supplies wanted by Wisnut. He fces, 
for example, dealt directly with krwin Berber , head of the liaia Adsiini^ na- 
tion for Supply of the DVffi. On such occasions, Kerber has a groan st 
placed on the delivery order narked “Delivery priority, even, over reparations' w 
(Aus^iliefern vordringlich einschliesslich Reparationea). There are rumors 
that Sendak may bo removed from his present position in the near future*
